It would seem that the course of the government authorities 


in this matter should be plain, but instead of Imposing a grad- 
uated fax on these excess profits, but which means some of'the 
"loot" would be gathered into the United Stales treasury. 
This would mean that the profiteers would go on taking ad- 
vantage of the consuming public and that the government 
would be a willing sharer of the proceeds,
